LONDON, July 8.—-The Laneet, the leading 
medical journal of London, says: The 
eounts of the condition of Gartield are on the 
Whole satisfactory. They give reasonable 
cround for hope. Thereis of course many 
perils still to be encountered. Secondary ia- 
ternal »> hemorrhage may oveur 
when the bullet is surgically 
or accidentally displaced.E-xtensive inflamma- 
tion or blood poisoning is possible, but look- 
ing atthe case as a whole, and reealling the 
history of similar cases, it is impossible not 
to fee] that fairly cood hope is permissible. 
It may be assumed that the course taken by 
the builet must have been such as to avoid 
injury tothe most important structures. It 
is scarcely possible that any large vessels can 
have been injured, and a hypothesis of com- 
plete severance or even of severe in- 
jury of the great nerves is not nee- 
essary to account for the pains in 
the lower extremities. The liver, if wound- 
ed, can bardly have been extensivety 
iacerated. Uf Gartield survives the perils of 
the next few days and the bullet can be exe 
tracted, there can be no medical reason a’ 
‘ast arising of a general character of hi< 
: juries why he should not do weil.

To a reporter she said yesterday her daugh- 
ter tirst became acquainted with him in the 
fall of 770, altbough at that time she 
knew him only us an ecventric 
young lawyer With great aspirations but no 
income. He was cevotediy attached to her 
and his relations were very desirous be 
should marry, boping it would have a bene- 
ticial inflhnence on his wandering nature. This 
was immediately after his sojourn inthe 
Oneida Community. He was marrieddin Chi- 
caco and the result was very unhappy 
Guiteau proved himself of avery proud and 
jealous disposition, which several times found 
vent in his beating his wife. They had but 
one child, which did not survive his domestic 
tvranny, and yet she would not have divorced 
him bhadit not been for the interposition 
of ber relatives in Philadelphia. 
It was because of his outrageous treatment 
of ber that they Separated, not because of 
his poverty, and although he never made any 
effort to support her, but drifted aimlessly 
from city to city like the wandering Jew. he 
knew she was atrue wife and grieved for a 
vear and balf like achild. After the divorce 
Guiteau never displayed any settled a am- 
bition other than his wild passion for de- 
claiming on religious topics. The only time 
his mental aberration took a violent form 
was when he assaulted his sister, Mrs. 
Scoville, some years ago with 
an axe. That Was in Wisconsin. 
His father had a brother who 
died ih a lunatic asvilum in 1860, although 
the fact was generally kept as secret us pos- 
sible. Guiteau’s former wife has sinve mar- 
ried a young man in Leadville, but previous 
to this second marriage, which has proved a 
happy one, she taugbt school successfully 
for several vears in Boulder, Colorado.

A REVOLTING CRIME 


Murderivg an Italian Peddler in Euro- 
pean Style. 
Atianta (Gia.) Special to Chicago Times. 

(me of the most revolting crimes that has 
ever been committed in the State, the details 
of which partake more of the criminal annals 
of Kurope than of America,came to light ves- 
derday at Savannah, after having been con- 
ceated from the human eves for a quarter of 
a vear. The murder was perpetrated and 
the body hidden within a few feet of a 
thoroughfare where bundreds of people pass 
every day and ina thickly settled neighbor- 
hood. Early last February two foreigners, 
kuown as Maltesemen, thouch natives of 
Tunis, Africa, named Andrew Parvio and 
(Carlos Parevo, rented a small sbop in the 
two-story wooden building on State street, 
one door west of Drayton, owned by and ad- 
joining the premises of Mr. Philip Hermann 
and next to the residence of Mr. John Nichol- 
sou. ‘this store is « small place about ten 
feet square, and for years has been used as 
au ice house for supplying the 
immediate neighborhood with ice. 
In ove corner of the shop is an ice box 
six ieet bigh and three feet wide, with the 
same depth. The new occupants opened a 
fruit and peanut stand,but did little business, 
They were also peddling about the streets, 
Parvio selling lemons and Parego doing a 
business in bottled images. ‘The first named 
wus the head of the tirm, and as such, in the 
latter part of March, paid*the rent for the 
month of April in advance, atthe same time 
informing his landlord, Mr. Hermann, that he 
was about leaving the city for a month for 
the purpose of bringing his wife and child to 
this country, and wished to retain the place. 
He also made similar statements to several 
mirchants from whom he had been buying 
fruu, at the same time paying something on 
account of bills he owed. The shop was clo;- 
ed and nothing more was thought of its late 
cupants, though a week or 80 
after their departure the neighbors com- 
plained of offensive odtrs about the 
premises, but an examination revealed only 
a lot of decaying fruit, which was removed, 
and the matter passed from remembrance. 
Three months having elapsed, and] Mr. Her- 
mann hearing nothing of his late tenants, 
and an opportunity to rent the shop being of- 
fered, he concluded to have itcleaned. Yes- 
terday being a holiday, he thought he would 
examine the stock-in-trade, Whioh consisted 
ofasmatil assortment of raisins, nuts and 
candies, etc. While Mr. termaun was look- 
ing about the meagerly-stocked shelves, a 
servant who was with him ovened the door 
of the ice-chest and saw what he thonzhtto 
beashoe. She called Mr. Herimann’s atten- 
tion to it, and in attempting to pull it out dis- 
covered that there was attached to it amun. 
At once the suspicion ofa borrid crime flashed 
on their minds. and Mr. Hermann immedi- 
ately dispatched « messenger to the police 
burrachs, andinashorttime Lieut. Howard 
with a detailarrived on the spot, and also 
the coroner. The work of vetting the body 
out ofthe narrow quarters in which it had 
been packed in lime, charcoal and rice 
chaff wus begun at once, and 
in about an hour the remains 
were exposed to view. The body was much 
dlecaved, the orvans being all gone and the 
flimls alinost fleshless. It had on two coats, 
one a blue surtout and the other grav. and 
dark pants and heavy shoes. The hat of the 
murdered man Was also with the remains. Io 
the pockets were a few pieces of coin. ifi’s. 
Shettalland Stone held an examination, 
Which resulted in the discovery of three stabs 
in the breast over the heart. and around the 
neck Was found a piece of rope known 
mnong sailors as marlin, tightly drawn. The 
first impiession of those present was that 
P rviv nad murdered his partner Parevo, ind 
thus concealed the crime, but on further ex- 
amination of the body it was found to be that 
of quite an old man, and several [talians who 
had by this time recognized the remains as 
those of Stephen Copela, an image seller and 
aviative of Italy, Whom our citizens will re- 
micmber having seen about town last winter 
and early svring. He had rooms on Brough- 
ton street, near Price, and at about the time 
that Parvio and Paregoshut up their shop 
he informed hislandladyv that he was going 
away and would be back in about a month. 
He left and his landlady has never heard of 
him since. 

The crime and the motive forit are veiled 
in mystery at present, but a theory for the 
commission of the horrid deed is that Parvio 
and DParesa, Who are said to have been des- 
perate characters, diseovered ty some means 
that f opr ln had consid rable monev, W hie) 
bis landlady represents at about 52,000, and 
determined to murder him and get possession 
ofit. Thev cultivated his acquaintance and 
proposed that he go with them to ®runswiek, 
where he would have an opportunity toalis- 
pose of some oi his Wares. These matters 
having been probably srranged, the old man 
gave notice of his intended departure to his 
landlady, as stated, and took up his abode 
for the night with his friends, who, while 
pretendive so much interest in him, were se- 
eretly plotting against his life. Once inthe 
shop one of them, it is assumed, slipped the 
cord around the oid man’s neck and strangled 
him, thus preventing bis making an outery, 
while the other stabbed him tothe heart. 
Having accomplished their bloody work thev 
deliberately packed the body in the ice chest. 
They then proceeded to take possession of 
his money. paidthe rent in advance to pre- 
Vent their crime being discovered until the, 
were safe out of the country, and disappeared 
for parts unknown. The Italians in the city 
ate determined to do all they can to bring the 
murderers of their fellow-countrymen to jus- 
tice. Parvio, it is stated, has a wife living in 
England, and Parecoa wife living in Tunis.

STARVING FOR His PICTURES. 


An Old Ma*”,’s Death in Prussia and the 
Strange Life He Led. 
From the American Register of Paris. 

A beautiful collection of paintings has just 
been sold at Kassel. It Was the property 
of “old Nahbl,’’ an eccentric enthusiast 
of that by-gone class who, in their 
younger and even older days did not 
dream of such a_ thing as electric 
railways. In two miserable attic rooms be 
watched to his last breath the precious treas- 
ures come to him froma longline of ances- 
tors. Heslept among his pictures, and not 
wishing to build a tire in winter (which by 
the way, he was unable to afford had he 
wanted it), he shivered day and nightin his 
little gallery, complacently and proudly look- 
ing at bis Ruebens, and rubbing cold ema- 
ciated hands rmntil they grew warm. 

Attimes the cold would drive him down 
from his lofty eyrie andinto the Warm room 
of a friend, at whose stove be could thaw his 
frozen limbs. Once the King of Hanover 
came to Kassel and sent a Chamberlain to old 
Nahl forthe purpose of negotiating a pur- 
chase of some of the old man’s favorites. 
After many an obstinate refusal, he finally 
vielded, driven to it by sheer want. The 
pictures were taken down and forthwith sent 
to the King’s apartments. 

The next morning the poor old man, with 
tears in hiseyes, implored the Chamberlain, 
“by all tbat was holy,to give him back his 
pictures; he bad not closed an eve the whole 
night, but mournfully stared atthe vacant 
places on his walls, feeling as though he had 
sold bis very children.’* ‘There was nothing 
for it buttocancel the bargain. The King 
proposedto him to make him the custo- 
dian of his own gallery at Hanover, with 
a liberai annual pension, if he would agree 
to finally cede his collection to the King at a 
good round sum to be fixed beforehand. 

But, when told that he could not be allowed 
to sleep among his pictures Nahl refused 
point blank, and lived on as miserably, but 
as contentedly, as before. Later 
on the Governor of Hes- 
se-Nassau, President von Moeller, endeav- 
oredto lighten the eccentric old fellow’s lot, 
and among other delicate questions and pro- 
posals asked him what he could do to please 
him. “Ob, Mr. President,” jovfully exclaim- 
ed Nabil, **you might indeed, do mea great 
favor by ordering that wretchea poplar tree 

to be cut down, Which sadly  in- 
terferes With mv view of Wil- 
hemshwhe. That has heen a wish of 
mine for many vears.’”” Mr. von‘ Moerell 
shrugged his shoulders and left. When Nab!

Col. Anthony’s Wound. 
From the New York Tribune. 

The rare endurance [resident Garfield is 
showing in his tight with an assassin’s builet 
recalls some instancesin the past where a 
similar tight has been crowned with victory. 
(ne of th@ most notable of these is the case of 
Colonel D. ht. Anthony, editor of the Leaven- 
worth (Kansas) Times and a brother of 
Susan B. Anthony. Colonel Anthony had 
always been distinguished for devotion to his 
friends and bitter bostilitv toward his ene- 
mies. A quarrel had arisen between 
bim and a Mr. Embry, the editor of 
an ,opposition paper, and both men went 
armed forsome time. On the night of the 
llth of May, 1875, Colonel Anthony attended 
a dramatic performance at the Leavenworth 
theater. Going out between the third and 
fourth acts he met bis enemy in the lobby. 
Some anzery words passed between them, 
when Emory drew a pistol and fired three 
shots at Anthony. The tirst shot took effect 
in the right breast just below the collar bone, 
severirg a leading artery and causing violent 
internal hemorrhage. The attending sur- 
geons at once pronounced the wound mortal, 
and gave the patient so many hoursin which 
to prepare for death. No person, they said, 
similarly wounded had ever been known to 
recover. But Col. Anthony had no idea of 
weakiy surrendering his life and dying ac- 
cording to the programme of the doctors 
marked for him. Like Gen. Gartield, he had 
one chance for his life, and he determined to 
make a brave fight forthatchance. Day after 
day he disappointed his physicians by not dv- 
ing. After a few weeks of suffering he rose 
from his bed, and to-day he walks the streets 
of Leavenworth welland hearty. and edits 
one of the brightest newspapers in the West. 
Let us hope that President Gartield wili give 
unother illustration of the ability of a strong 
Will and avigorous physique to set at naucht 
some of the established precedents of med- 
ical science.

. A REMARKABLE ROGUE. 


Settling Down to Steady Life and For- 
tune After a Career of Crime. 
Honesdale(Pa.)Correspondence Philadelphia Times. 

The news has just been received bere of 
the mariage of George Avervin one of the 
far Western Stater. The history of this 
young man—at one time the most notorious 
character in this section—has been quite as 
romantic as that of Hugo’s hero, Jean Val- 
jean. In 1870 Avery, then about twenty-one 
vears of age, was charged with the murder of 
Jobr Haves, of Rowlands, Pike county, Pa. 
He was arrested and an officer detailed to 
bring him to Milford. Evidence of the mur- 
der was reported to be so conclusive that he 
could not possibly escape hanging. ‘On 
their way to Milford the ofli- 
cer imbibed freely of tiquor, and fin- 
ally got “blind drunk.’’ Avery secured 
the keys which unlocked his handcuffs and 
shackles and took them off, putting them in 
the boitom of the wagon, He took the reins 
fromthe stupidly Stunkel Officer's hatids 
ar? drcyc tu ube nearest hotel, where he ar- 
rived with the officer in charge at a late hour. 
He put the drunken man tn bed, roused him 
the next morning, got him in the wagon, 
drove on to Milford, the county-seat of Pike 
county, when, after he had put the Officer in 
bed at a hotel, he went up tothe jail and de- 
livered himseifuptothe keeper. He was 
confined there till September, 1870, when he 
was tried for murder andto the great sur- 
prise of everyone acquitted. Immediately 
after he wes discharged by the Court he was 
arrested, charged with burglary, *convicted 
and sent to the State’s Prison for a year anda 
haif. He served his term, readingJaw during 
his continement. Whenhe left the Eastern 
Penitentiary be returned home, opened a 
law office, arrested several citizens who had 
testified against him when he was on trial for 
burglary, churging them with perjury aad 
failing to make out his case was sentenced to 
pay the costs. He had no money, so he went 
to prison again, Where he remained till his 
fricnds could scrape up enough money to get 
him cut. When finally he became a free min 
he returned to his old bome at Rowlands. 
From that time forward burglaries were nu- 
merous in that section, but never could 
evidence sufficient to convict Avery be 0o)}- 
tained. Aftera while the voung man went 
to Oil City, Pa., and hung out his shingle as a 
lawver. Clients were plenty and fees large. 
Avery Was reaping a golden harvest, whea 
be was convicted of a forgery and sent to the 
Western Penitentiary at Allegheny City, 
ferfour years and eleven mouths. While 
there he fell in love with the Kkeeper’s dauch- 
ter, and she preposed to assist 
him to eseape, but be refused to 
leave prison till his time was out. At 
the end of the term he returned again to 
Lackawaxen;: soon after professed reiigion, 
swindled a neighbor out of $100 and was in- 
duced by the neighbor, who enforced his ar- 
cuments with a shotgun, to refund the 
money. He then went to Luzerne county, 
where he got into a difficuitvy and went to the 
Eastern Penitentiary again for a short term. 
(pon being released the last time he went to 
the mining regions of the West where he 
opened a law oftice and speculated in stocks. 
A few weeks ago he ‘‘struck it rich” and 
cleared over a willion dollars, gave up his 
stock speculation forever, sent for his fiancee, 
the prison-keeper’s fair daughter, who went 
West, and they have just been married. Avery 
is only about 82 vears of age and writes to 
friends here that he is now an honest, upright 
man, and that the next time hecomes East 
will be as a United States Senator from one of 
the Western States. 


Fscaped From Siberia. 
From the New York Herald. 


The Geneva correspondent of the London 
News seuds a narrative of the escape from 
Siberia of M. Morkrievitch, a Russian Social- 
ist, Whose arrival inSwitzerland was recently 
anhounced. M. Mokrievitch, who is abouts 
years of age, is the sonof a country gentle- 
man and bighly educated. In January, 1S7)), 
he Was at hieff, conducting a secret printing 
office, Which Was seized by the police, and 
Mokrievith being capturea, Was sentenced 
by a court martial to fourteen years’ penal 
servitude in Siberia. In July following he 
and some other State convicts set out on their 
long journey for Oust Kara, where they had 
to undergo their sentences. They trav- 
eled part of the way, via Nijni Nov- 
gorod, by railway, steamboat and 
on horseback. The remainder of the jour- 
ney, 1,400 miles, had to be done on foot and 
in chains. The narrative continues: ‘*Be- 
tween the Brasnovarsk and Irkoutsk M. 
Mokrievitch and two of his companions, 
Izbitzkby and Orloff, changed names and 
dresses with three ordinary convicts who 
were under sentence of perpetual exile. This 
M. Mokrievitch assures me is a very common 
expedient and can be effected at acostof a 
few roubles. His destination was now that 
of the peasant whose name he had taken,a 
settlement in the province of Irkoutsk. 
Izbitzkey and Orloff got away 
before reaching Irkoutsk, prob- 
ably by the connivance of the guard. Ocloff 
Was soon recaptured. I[zbitzkey has never 
been heard of since and is supposed to have 
perished of hunger or been devoured by 
wolves in the trackless forests of HKastern 
Siberia. On November 135, 157%, a few days 
after leaving Irkoutsk for Balaganask—this 
final destination—M. Mokrievitch also gave 
his escort the slip. As soon as his flight was 
discovered a number of Bourvats, half-savaze 
Mongol horsemen, as keen as sleuthbounds 
and as cunning as red Indians, were sent after 
him, but he succeeded in evading their pur- 
suit and reaching Irkoutsk. To avoid recap- 
ture, Whicb, had he gone west would have 
been almost certain, he made off toward the 
Chinese frontier, and after a waik of 7% miles 
in the depth of a Siberian winter he doubled 
back in the direction of European Russia, 
which he reached after « journey 
of 4,00 miles, performed mdostiv on 
foot. He underwent terrible hardships and 
met With many adventures. Without the 
frequent aid and generous hospitality of the 
country people, Who are noted for their kind- 
ness to fugitive convicts, he could not pos- 
siblv have made good his escape: and, lest he 
should expose those who helped him tv the 
vengeance of the Russian Goverument, he 
does not desire to make publicly Known the 
exact direction which he took. M. Mokrie- 
Vitch’s journey across Russia, though not un- 
attended with difficulty and risk, was child’. 
piay compared with his walk through Siberia. 
Furnished by his friends with false papers. 
he succeeded in vetting safely out ol the 
country, and a few davs ago reached Switzer- 
land. Except Wiotrowsky in the last cen- 
turv, M. Debagoria Mokrievitch is the onty 
State prisoner condemned to hard labor tnat 
ever escaped from Siberia.”

Thus the Chance!l- 
lor’s crandfather was the first Mr. Brougham, 
of Broucham, and instead of being the repre- 
sentative of the nobie family of Vaux, and 
consequently in personal danger of being dis- 
qualitiea for practising atthe bar, or sitting 
in the House of Commons, bv inheriting that 
barony, or the descendant of the gallant De 
burghams who fought so valiantly for the 
Cross of Christinthe Holy Land, the Lord 
Chancellor wasin reality the worthy off- 
‘pring, not very many generations removed, 
of a respectable veoman who owned a farm in 
Cumberland. 

The time and place of his birth were the 
next points upou which his lordship desired 
to see contentions among men, He is said to 
have sanctioned the most varied and contra-

dictory accounts of the circumstances of that 
memorable event. Different memoirs of his 
life make him born in London, Cumberland, 
Westmoreland and Edinburg, some in the 
year 1778, somein 1779. The truth ia the 
matter was easily found, for hig birth is 
entered in the register of the city of R- 
burg under date the 30th of September, 1778, 
he having been born on the 19th bt the same 
mouth. The Chancellor’s motive in making a 
mystery of his birthplace 2t is hard to con- 
jecture. Vanity may have been at the root 
of it, but an equ':jly plausible explanation is 
that he wisbe,, his Schttish up-bringing to be 
forgottep. as became the descendant of the 
loyal De Burghams.

SPORADIC CHOLERA, 


Another Case of it Frightens the Phiia- 
delphians. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

Healtb officials in Camden were Startled 
yesterday to learn that a case of Asiatic 
cholera had occurred early in the morning in 
one oftbe heaithiest portions of that city. 
The victim was John Dunm, aged 55 years, a 
saloon-keeper at %14 Market street. His 
death is saidto be due tothe dread disease 
by Drs. Alexander Mareyv, J. F. Walsh and 
J. V. Schenck, the -attending physicians. 
During the pasttwo weeks Mr. Dunn has 
been more or less unwell froman attack of 
what closely resembled malarial faver. Dur- 
ing Sunday and Monday he suffered consider- 
ably from dysentery. AboutS o’clock Mon- 
day night, while waiting on customers in his 
saioon in the basement of his residence, he 
Wus seized with crampsinthe lower part of 
his legs. The cramps continued to 
yrow worse, amd two bours later it 
was deemed necessary to summon Dr. Marcy. 
**] was perfectly amazed,” said Mr. Marcy 
in speaking of the case last night, “‘when I 
saw the blue, shriveled skin and pinched 
features of the sick map. Lat once recalled 
the fata] case of James Murrow, of Phit!adel- 
phia, which | read in the Times a week ago. 
There were all the characteristics of a svora- 
dic case. Aftera minute examination I be- 
came convinced that Mr. Dun was in the 
worst throes of Asiatic cholera. The collapse, 
the shriveled skin, the rice water discharges 
and the subsequent dissolution, which occur- 
red at 10 o’clock this morring, vividly recall- 
ed to my mindthe scenes of the epidemic of 
66, When the plague abounded in Philadel- 
phia and Camden. Mr. Dunn _= suffered 
also from cramps in the legs, extending up as 
farasthe knees. Opium was administered 
with but little effect. I stayed with him until 
4a. m.§ when I called Dr. Walsh into consulta- 
tion, and all our efforts to bring the suffering 
man out of the collapse proved futile. His 
skin, Which at all times remained cold, rapidliv 
assumed a blue color. The utter prostration 
of the patient seemed to result froin the effect 
of rapid blood-poisoning. The listless glare 
oftbesunken eves told us that death was 
hovering near. Each succeeding hour ren- 
dered bim more feeble, and though he was not 
afflicted with any violent retchings, as is 
sometimes the case in cholera morbus, the 
cereral nervousness and restlessness would 
cause the belief that he was in extreme pain, 
when, however, be was too insensible from 
exhaustion to indicate that such was the fact. 
In relation to the cause of the attack Drs. 
Walsh and Schenck agree with me that it 
was due entirely to atmospheric poison, 
for we made a complete detour of the neich- 
borhood and could not discover any filth or 
dirt either inthe streets, alleyways or sew- 
ers. Mr. Duna was ordinarily careful in 
bis habits. The disease is not contagious, 
like smallpox, but more to be dreaded, as it 
hurries a person offin about fifteen hours.” 
Dr. Walsh said that their efforts to arrest the 
disease by opium and other modes of treat- 
ment proved of noavail. There was no oc- 
cusion for special alarm, for such cases pop 
up during this time of year, though if anoth- 
erone happens in that neighborhood fear 
may then be felt that more will happen. Dr. 
Schenck corroborated the descriptions given 
bv his professional brethren, and said in ad- 
dition that he has never seen sucha genuine 
case of Asiatic cholera since 184, when Cam- 
den was visited by that fell plague. The body 
will not be buried until to-morrow.

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PHE DEER’S ANTLERS. 


Another of Darwin’s Peculiarly Scien- 
tific Deductiens. 
From the Tall Mali Gazetie. 

The historical development of antlers in the 
deer tribe is very marked. While the group 
was still young and dominant, with the open 
glass-clad tertiary plains all before itand with 

lenty of elbow-room to spread and multiply, 

ft bad as yet no weapons of offense of an 
kind. But as the races grew thicker an 
mére numerous and as space failed the younger 
generations—for deer, like men, are subject to 
the inexorable legic of the Malthusians—the 
fathers of the herd began to fight among 
themselves for the possession of the does, and 
only the strongest survived’ to become the 
parents of future deerkind. Butting naturally 
produces hard bosses or précuberances 
of some sort, and in the ancestral deer 
these protuberanctstook the shape of bony 
projections on the forehead. Again, those 
deer which had the most marked and most 
pointed projections would best vanquish 
their rivals, and.so fare best in the struggle 
for the hinds.. Their descendants would in- 
herit their peculiarities with more or less 
variation: and would similarly be selected by 
the law of battle in accordance with thelr 
fighting powers and the fitness of their wea- 
pons; And this probability, set forth 
a privti by Mr. Darwin, exactly tallies with 
the geological record, as interpreted by Prof. 
Boyd Dawkins. The very vague and un- 
specialized deer of the lower miocene period 
had no antlers at all: they were somewhat 
like musk deer without the tusks, or like 
voung fawns in their first summer. 
But in the mia miocene antlers mike 
their first appearance as mere _ short 
pointed knobs; next, they develop a single 
side tine; and in the upper miocene they 
come out as fully evolved as in our modern 
species. Every intermediate stage can be 
traced between the mere nascent boss like 
that of a budding roe in our own day, and 
the many branched headpiece of the existing 
reindeer. Indeed, one late tertiary species 
hada pair of wonderfully intricate anticrs 
which far surpassed in complexity those of 
any living elk: but, like many other highly 
specialized creatures, this over developed 
type seems to have fallen a prey to the great 
extinct carnivores of the same period. Be- 
fore the advent of man, many such high types 
existed, and they may perhaps have been 
partly destroyed by his monopolizing all the 
most open and desirable plains as his special 
hunting grounds. For we now know that 
man is certainly a quaternary, and probably a 
tertiary genus as well: and, even in his lowest 
and humblest form, his intelligence mifst have 
made him fromthe very first a dominant race 
and the real lord of creation. 
e It is interesting to note, too, that the his- 
torical evolution of antlers in the deer tribe 
is exactly paralleled by the modern evolution 
of antlers in every individual reddeer. Iy 
the first vear a stag hasno horns at all, and 
is technically known asacalf. In the second 
vear he puts forth a pair of rounded bosses, 
and is therefore called a knobber in the slang 
of the gillies. With bis third year the knobs 
falloff, and are replaced by longer horns, 
called dags, while the stag himself is now 
known as a brocket. Thus, year after vear, 
the growing deer reproduces one stage after 
another ofthe ancestral development, till at 
length thetopofthe horn expands into a 
broad crown, and the beast is then finally 
dubbed a hart or“stag of ten.’? from the 
number of times on each of his antlers. It 
would be quite possible to pair the cast horns 
ofeach vear tolerably exactly with corre- 
sponding adult horns from the successive ter- 
tiary strata. Every deer in fact recapitulates 
in his own person the whole evolution of his 
race, the antler of each successive vear being 
different, not onlyinsize but in form and 
arrangement as Well, from those of all pre- 
vious seasons.

The custom of the flitch of bacon at Dun. 
mow is not the least curious among those 
which rural parishes present. Far back ig 
the old days when there was a priory at 
Dunmow, in Essex, the monks made a 
promise of a flitch of bacon toany married 
couple who could take oath that they had 
never quarreled nor regretted their union, 
Whether the bachelor monks only intended 
to encoyrege conjugal barmony, or whether 
théy satirically belieyed that married folk 
never do live together twelve months without 
discord, we can guess as best we may. At 
anv rate the successful applicants for 
the flitch . were few and fu, 
between. The priory was suppressed at the 

teformation, but the old custom survived, 
the flitch being givenby thelord of the 
manor. In the last century the ceremony was 
conducted with much parade. The couple 
appeared at a court baron; ajury of unmar- 
ried persons heard the ayerments: and if the 
results were satisfactory a verdict was given 
—to the effect that the couple had been mar- 
ricd at least one vear; that they had lived 
quietly and lovingly together; and that they 
were deserving of the promised prize. This 
verdict being delivered the happy eouple, 
standing near the church door, made a decla- 
ration,received the flitch and were chaired ip 
procession through the town. The lords of 
the manor by degrees declined to offer the 
tempting bonus; and the clergy viewed 
unfavorably some of the incidents accompany- 
ing the proceedings. Twenty or thirty years 
ago a few literary men revived the ceremony 
at their own expense—more as a whimsical 
joke forthat one occasion than as a perma- 
nent custom. Fromtimeto time the loca! 
journals record an observance of the cere- 
mony. There is reason to believe, however, 
that speculative trade is mainly concerned 
here; the flitch being provided by some tay- 
erner interested in bringing together a large 
assemblage of thirsty souls. 

In the cheese-makétnge district of Gioucester- 
shire a pleasant kind of characteristic harvest- 
home used to be celebrated annually. Three 
large cheeses were placed on a litter or bar- 
row, decked with flowers and branches of 
trees. They were drawn through and about 
the parish with music and rejoicing. In the 
churchyard the cheeses were removed from 
the litter,rolled three times round the chureh, 
conaeyed back to the village, cut up and dls- 
trMuted among the peasantry.

About eight months ago John Muir, cele- 
brated as atraveler and litterateur, noticed 


inthe possession of some Alaska Indians an _ 


aerolite of rare beauty, and broughta frag- 
ment ofitto the State Mining Bureau of 
California. This specimen was examined and 
tested by subjection to the etching proceas, 
The application of the acids revealed upon 
its face the exquisite lines of mt keeper 
which characterize true meteoric iron. The 
body was seen to fall, a mass of flame, bythe 
father of one of the oldest Indians in Chilcat 
over a hundred years ago, and was afterward 
sought out and carried to his hut in triumph. 
Threuch the co-operation of the Northwest 
Trading Company,the Mining Bureau ste- 
ceeded in conducting negotiations for its 
purchase, and, for a consideration which 
seems meagre as Fsau’s mess of pottage in 
the eves of scientists, the State of California 
ecquired clear title to the meteor, and it ar- 


rived in the city vesterday. This aerolite ia. 


exceedingly irregular in shape, and the pro- 
jecting points are as bright as if thev had 
been burnished. A suecession of nut-shaper 
hollows, which cover almost the entire sur- 
face. give itan exceeding!y curious aspect, 
and its fantastic contour looks almost as ifit 
had been moulded by some unknown power 
into the shape ofthe head ofa strange beast. 
[t weighs abundred pounds or upward, and 
has been christened, in honor of the locality 
from which it was procured, “Chilcat 
Meteor.’’ 


Simplification of Telegraphy. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle, June ®. 

A deyice has been perfected by H. M. Al- 
bee, of West Oakland, by which any one who 
knows the alphabet and how to spell can cor- 
rectly transmit telegraphic dispatches. Tae 
invention is a substitute for the key, whicd 
requires training in order to be used. It con- 
sists of a piece of metal in which are inserted 
conductors of brass and non-conductors of 
whalebone to correspond with the characters 
of the Morse alphabet. Each letter or nutm- 
eralis divided off and marked. By moving 
a metallic pencil over any one of these 
divisions the particular letter or figure is re- 
produced at the other end of the line by 
means of the institutions and connections. 
(me stroke suffices for a character, whiie 
creater precision is obtained than by the key, 
as on account of the mathematical accuracy 
of Mr. Aibee’s device letters or numbers can 
not be run tocether, as now too frequently 
occurs. The invention was tried yesterday 
between Oakland and Sacramento, and, con- 
sidering the briefnessof the test, cave satis- 
faction.

A PILOT Who has been in constant service on 
the Patapseo River and harbor for nearly thir- 
tv years bas recently proved upon official 
examination to be the subject of a singular 
development of color-blindness.

THE annexed [interesting extract is from 
‘“‘The Levees of the Mississippi, ’’ in the July 
number of Scribner’s Magazine: Life in the 
Mississippi swamp is unique, but perhaps 
never so nmich so as during that memorable 
summer. The shallowest water forindetinite 
miles in any direction was two feet deep, the 
nearest land, the **Hills of Arkansaw,” thirty 
miles away. The mules were quartered on 
the upper floor of the ginhouse; the cattle 
had all been drowned long ago; planter, ne- 
croes and overseer were contined in their 
respective domiciles; the grist mill was under 
water and there was no means of preparing 
corn for culinary purposes except a wooden 
hominy mortar. The hog and hominy diet 
(so highly extolled by some people who have 
never lived on 1t) was adopted of necessity, 
the former being represented by mess pork, 
salter than tongue can tell. There 
were no visitors, except now 
and then a sociable snake, no 
doubt bored by swimming around indelinite- 
lyin the overflow, and craving even human 
companionship, would glide upon the gallery 
of some of the houses.’ There was no means 
of locomotion, except in the skiff and the 
humble but ever serviceable dug-out—no- 
where to go and nobody within a day’s jour- 
nev otherwise or more comfortably situated. 
The only sense of sympathy from without 
was had from remote and frequent glimpses 
of the gallant steamer J. M. White, which, 
leaping from point to point, made better 
time from New Orleans to St. Louis than was 
ever made before or for many years after. 
That year nineteen plantations out of twenty 
failed to produce asingle pound of cotton or 
a single bushel of corn, and wnen the flood 
was over andthe swamp Noahs came out of 
their respective arks they were, to say the 
least, maleontent. They were not ruined, of 
course, but they had lost a_ whole 
year’s gross income. Moreover, 
the prestige of the swamp 
as a cotton country was wofully diminished. 
The planters in the hills, as the uplands are 
denominated, beganto hold up their heads, 
no longer overcrowded by the extraordinary 
crops alleged to have been heretofore pro- 
duced in the swamp. The swamp planters 
setto work toredeem the disaster, and to 
provide, as far as possible, against its recur- 
rence. With the purpose of retrieving their 
financial fortunes they took some unique 
measures. There is a tradition that, at a pub- 
lic meeting held in Greenville, Mississippi, 
in October, 1844, among other more common- 
place resolutions, one was gravely and unani- 
mously adopted tothe effect that a demaud 
of payment within twelye months from that 
date of any debt, great or small, upon any 
planter who had been over-flowed that year, 
should be considered distinctly “personal” — 
a clear case for pistols and coffee. The code 
was certainly a curious institution, but gee 
ably this is the only instance in which it was 
expected to do as a stay-law.

commission to the Secretary of State with his 
indorsement thereon of such failure or neg- 
lect, and the Governor shall cancel and annul 
said commission.

The witness hesitated very much, and final- 
ly made several statements to the effect that 
in the first pince the children were removed 
tothe convent at Florissant. Then they 
were taken to the residence of 
Mrs. Shaw, on Cardinal avenue. 
Aiter that they were removed to the care 
of Mr. Munlevy’s sister, residing on Jefferson 
avenue and Chestnut street. There they 
were placed in the exre of Mrs, Mallen of Jol- 
iet, a cousin of Mr. Manley. The witness 
believed that they had since been taken to 
Joliet. All this took place in the space of 
four or five davs. 

Tbe children are both girls, aged four and 
six years respectively. The witness had 
been asked to sell out bis saloon but nothing 
had been done yet.

HOT AS HADES. 


The Weather—The Mercury—The Wind 
—Sunstrokes. 

To-day is without doubt a scorcher, and is 
the hottest daysince the terrible spell of 
July, 187%. The effect of the heat 
seems to grow more striking, and the 
prostration to-day is universal. 
There are no crowds upon the streets and 
the few that are out creep along in the shade 
ata snail’s pace with uplifted umbrellas and 
cabbage leaves in their hats. The usual 
crowd of ladies on the Fourth street prome- 
nade is not tobe seen. The horses and other 
draught animals droop along and 
everything is literally under the weather. 
At 7 a.m. the Signal Service thermometer re- 
gistered 79.1° sat 10 a.m. 915°; at 12 m.97°. 
Ato p.m. it had crept up to 90°, despite the 
breeze and the thunderstorm which seemed 
to be impending. There is no indieation of a 
speedy change and it seems probable that 
this weather may last several days. 

St. Louis is not alone in point of temper- 
ature. AtsSt. Paul atta. m. to-day the tem- 
perature was 78°, Omaha 82°), Indianapolis 
s2°, Cincinnati 51°, ete., and towards the 
middle of the day it kept its advance over the 
heatinthis citv. The difference between 
this yearand last can be shown by a slight 
com parison, 

The mean temperature of the first 
seven days of July last year was 75.5°, while 
this year forthe same period it is 79.9°, 
The maximum temperature of the first seven 
days last year was only &6 and the minimum 
76, While the maximum ofthis year was 0S.s, 
attained at 4 p. m. yesterday. 

The hot spells which have occurred in the 
last ten years have all comeinJuly. In that 
month in IS71, ’74 and ’7Y the temperature 
reached 100°, but in the former years no 
such means as the present was reached. 

During the great hot spell and sunstroke 
period of July, ’7%, the maximum tempera- 
ture on thetwo hottest days, the 10th and 
lith, was 100°, and the minimum 79°. The 
mean temperature of the Lith of July, ’7%, 
the hottest day of the hot spell was 90.1°.

‘Receiverse! Wrecked Insurance’ Com- 
panies Fighting Over the Salvage. 

John B. Pope appeared this morning be-

@ompany’s receiver, L. E. Atexander, for an 
order for repaymec:t of moneys advanced by 
the Coiumbia estate to the St.
